^ Houebin for assistance. (Houehin has boon cultivating Identity 2 for years* 

with tho hope that some day Identity 1 might become intoreati^.: In !:. .:chln 
and willing to give financial support to hie aotlvltiea.) Houehin stated 
that it was quite pc'ssiblo that one of tho firtrs belonging to I<I->ntlty 1 
would insist that a public relations man of their cbooalng bo placed in 
charge of the Identity 1 public relations program.

' I . as American competition baa not been aggressive. The British are not env^aged 

primarily in public relations vork and they have been concentrating their 
•f forts on attempting to sell their specific product rather than Atter^iting to 
interest the Oemane In developing an Independent nuclear enert'y' program. 
Kcuobln stated that French efforts to influence the German n\iolear i.wr^y 
field were directly primarily at attenptlng to have the aermans cooperate with 
the French in developing a Joint atomic energy program. Houohln la of the 
opinion that the French do not bellevo that they are capable of developing an 
independent program* and they feel that it would be more advantageous to work 
with the Oemane In this field rather than oorpete agalnat them. 
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6, Hcueliln 3 tAt«d that he had been iuvlsed by both I fruity t? and 
Identity 3 that wvny phyplclets weia cf the opinion that con:. true t Ion on 
U»e Karlomhe re.aotor iv!,ould be baltod« and that a new re-xotor, vliloh h-.r 
aii'ea;> been terted, should bo bou-'Jit.

There are Drown Boverle and Cc;;:'Any of f'liumhetm 
to#^ether with Friedrich Krupp; AE3 of Derlln; Dabcock and Wilcox of 0’.>crhausen, 
and Slemeno ochuckert of Erlonr^n* Hie work of Siemens Schuckert Jo being 
performed Ov^niewh# t apart from the work of the other three j^roupa, pocr.lbly 
because Gen?rnldrl#^i* .or Knoth of Siemens Schuokert his political plans. 

Houchln pointed out to Identity 2 and Identity 3 that the Ato.m Hinlotry 
cenoldered the Kernreaktor Dm- ujid DotrAchs OxhK as boln;; also Invciv-'d In 
developing roaotots, since this firm Is bulldln-. the Karlsrulte retotor. Doth 
Identity 2 and Ider llty 3 advised Houchln that this firm rhould not be oon« 
sidere! as bolr-o seriously Involved In reactor cons true tlon activity. 
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7. In thl^r' ormeetlon. Houchln stated that Bivirlrn Culture ?Mnlct.ir 
August ^JiUCKHl vporn 14 February I 9 OO In ^^lnlch)A wlio is also nr ’ or or 
the faculty of the Jh/ilch Technical High Schnol^recontly made a trip to 
England where be vlalted Colder Hall and was quite Ircprecsed wltn r.’ltish 
developments In the nuoloir enor^^ field. Rucker believes thit Great Britain 
i ftr, Bur;>i.nsed the United States In this fields and he 1*. also of tho opinion 
that the Calder Hall Installation Is far more advanced Uv.n the ronotor 
Installation now being constructed near ICarlsruhe. Ruoker also stated that 
Industry was taking over all Ideas and plans developed and perfected by 
physicists and technicians. It vns useless to create new positions In 
universities for physicists, as these posts could not be flllc . Ruck* .• 
characterized this problem as not being one Involving only West Genraiv# 
but extending throughout W^'ctem Europe* 

6. Houchln sta^d that he had been advised by a member of the Atonic 
Eherpy Ministry thatC^Un^ster^Dlcgfrlc^I^^ilke, as a result of his trip lo 
England, the United 5»t-tes and Canada, and as a rer.ult of the developments 
In the Euratom negotiations, had decided to inereaise fi'om 500 o>A^;-u.‘-;tt3 to 
1500 megawatts the amotint of energy to be used by the Ministry' In developing 
Its reactor program. Houchln believes that this Increase vas ir.ido primarily 
for political reasons, as the 5 OO megawatt program would bo a nlnlimun procra..). 
and. uB a result of the Euratom proposals. It Is believed that a program on 
a wider scale should be Instituted. Otherwise * West Germany would probfibiy 
not bo in s position to receive an appropriate amount of funds from the 
Burs ton sponsorod funding mechanism* 

9* CosBientijVv further on the rumor that tho Atomic Energy Ministry wtii 
either be abolished or ooopletely reorganized If tho CDU retains control of 
the government after tho fodersl oleotlons. Houchln stated that ouiny Industri- 
ollats did not believe that their Interests would be properly repre.*ented if 
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tb* Eoonomlcs Ministry toak over ths ^jr.etioty performed Ly Uis 

Atomio Diergy Ministry, ss in the past, when ^onomias Hlnlste^ Ludwl,: 
.^Ji^hsrd le^s responsible for atomio energy matters, be displayed very lltvX« 
interest in tMs field. The indantriallsts believe that It would be far 
more desirable to create a new Ministry for &;crcv* in whioh the intcronta 
of both producers and consiiners could be represented. 

10. We reminded llouehln once again that CC JII was aw tiling an 
*eoonomlos report.* We assured Houchln that UUs leport oould be wt^lttm 
In uemui, wtid that its preparation should not take an unduo arv:»unt of bis 
tlrie. Houohin i>ellevod that he could write a fairly lengUiy report without 
■uoh effort* anr stated that ho would do this in tlio Imnedlate future. Ho 
stated that he spent a groat deal of time reading and translating, and lio 
pointed out the difficulties Involved in attempting to reproduce in German 
English phrasos describing business eoaqplexeo and iUnotion ^ in the United 
Stetos when siallar ooigtlexes and functions did not exist in Oemany.
